Boston July H.—Three monster mtet- 


• Incs each attended by not less than 10,- 
«» Dcoplc, marked the formal • opening 
Urts morning of the great Christian Eu- 
denvor convention, and the largest. mo<it 
withuslastlc and .most widely representa- 
tive gathering of Christian young people 
held was Inaugurated with a vim and a 
vlcor that leaves no doubt regarding the 
success of this nineteenth century cru- 
«ade The three simultaneous meetings 
were called to order shortly before 10 
o'clock In the Mechanics' building. Tent 
WHllston and Tent Endeavor, tho two 
latter structures being located on the fa- 
mous Boston Common, an unprecedented 
concession on the part of the city gov- 
"covcrnor Frederick T. Qrcenhalge wel- 
comed the audience In the Mechanics' 
building on behalf of the State, and Rev. 
A H. Plumb greeted the visitors on be- 
half of the local pastors. In Tent Wil- 
llston these functions were performed by 
Mayor Edwin Curtis of this city, and 
Rev X S. Gumbnrt, and In Tent En- 
deavor' by Lieutenant-Governor noser 
Wolcott and Rev. M. D. Kneeland. Re- 
sponses t>n behalf of the society were 
made by Rev. E. R. Dllle of San Fran- 
cisco and Rev. John Henry Barrows. The 
annual report of General Secretary John 
\Vlllls Baer was presented at each of the 
three meetings.

and they amount to iXX) In number and 
SGO.OOO.OOO In wealth, held a meeting here, 
at tho quarters of tho Cornell crew. They 
resol\ed, subject to the approval of the 
University of Ithaca, to send two crews 
to Henley In 1S3C. The- nccessarj funds 
were arranged for. A number of trus- 
tees, professors nnd other support"1-* 
were present and (he utmost enthusiasm 
orcvalled. 
Tho crowds at Henley to-day were 


much smaller than on tho two prcxlous" 
days. And. this, too, In spite of the fact 
that the* winners of the various trophies 
were decided to-day. The defeat of the 
Cornell crew has robbed the ending of 
the regatta of much of its attractions. 


AIL8A-BRITANNIA. 


Successful Yacht Races Off the Coa»t_of 


Great Britain. 


Hunters Quay, Scotland, July 11 —The 


Ailsa and the Britannia started this 
morning in a race over the usual course. 
Both boats carried }lb headed topsails 
and all their lower sails. The wind was 
strong from tho south. They crossed the 
line very nearly together. The Britannia 
worked to the windward and obtained the 
weather berth of the Allsa which she 
held at •Skolmorlte. that mark being 
rounded as follows: Britannia, 11:07.55; 
Allea, 11:03:50. 
Fiom Skelmorlle It was o*dead heat to 


Ar,cog. The wind was blowing strong 
and the race at this point was close and 
exciting. The Britannia rounded Ascog 
at 11:4S-OT>. and the AUsa nt U'4rt-00. -jtie 
boats were now running free under light- 
ened wind with spinnakers and Jib top- 
sails set. 
The Britannia, continued to hold a lead 


of aNjui three clear lengths. Tbe Britan- 
nia tounded Kllcr^ggan at 12:52:20, and 
the Allsa at 12:53:05. It was now a dead 
heat for the commodore's boat, the Brit- 
annia holding close to the Alltn's weath- 
er. The commodore's boat was rounded 
as 
follows: Britannia. 1:1221; Allsa. 
1:13:33, 
The Britannia, rounded Skelmorllnc at 
2:18:10, and the Allsa at 2:20:45. 
"Rounding Ascog, the Britannia was still 
further In the lead. The rounding was 
made at these times: Britannia, 2:SO 
Allsa, 2'50:48. 


Both boats were becalmed for an hour 


after passing Ascog, when n light breeze 
sprang up and they moved slowly up the 
channel, the Britannia a long way Irj the 
lead. 
•The last q,uarter of the race was very 
slow Indeed. The Britannia got the best 
of the wlrld nnd Increased her lead ».reat- 
ly, rounding Kllcreggan too far in ad- 
vance to bo caught up with. The times ol 
rounding the Kllcreggan mark was a< 
follows: Britannia, 0:00:27; Allsa.

The wind was very light. The Britannia 
won,-finishing at 5:4520; Allan. r,:r.0.r.S.

MICHIGAN FOREST FIRES. 


Many Small Settlement* Have Alrr»0y 


Baiued Other* tn Danger. 


Detroit. Mich., July ll.-The upper par 


of the lower peninsula of Michigan Is 
dotted to-night with «nvag« forest fires 
Already the lumber to»ns of Wlllln, up In 
Benzle county, and Cleary, another little 
town,, have been levelled! to the si ound 
several peonle have boen badly burned 
nnd no one knows how far the damage 
has extended. The Thumb has been In 
vaded and the town of KIndee Is girded 
with fire nnd ashes and black leaves «rc 
sifting down on the people In the nsorti 
to tho north. 
Wailln, as far ns can be learned. Is to 
tally destroyed. The Sullivan Lumber 
company's mills there and two million 
feet of lumber arc burned, together with 
RO houses that made up the little settjc 
ment, Tho people lost all they had. Mos' 
of them are as Thompson\ Ille. a neigh 
boring town. 
Tho are as yet reported 


from that point. Two Chicago and Wes 
Michigan trains are blocked by the tire 
jus.t below Wnllln. nnd the telegraph 
poles are burning and all wires are down 


I.ato to-nlKht Intelligence came tha 
Cleary. a small lumber town, near Wai 
len, was hunted this evening. The flres 
which have been burning for soveral days 
suddenly grew worse, and before the In 
habitants were aware of It, they were 
nearly hemmed In. They made a rush 
from~th6"burnlng- to«n, and-as far a« Is 
known left no one behind. Several peo< 
plo wero badly burned, but as far as 
known no lives wero lost. From KIndee 
in the inumb) W'lr" *bo RifBt forest fire 
occurred a few years ago, come tho mos 
alarming reports. The towi. Is surround 
ed by flames that every moment are 
sweeping nearer the place. -Ihe news 
as sent from toirns near by Is that the 
people of KIndee are watering t><e roofs 
of ttfelr hou*«> and p)»«t«rinjr the side* 
with wet blankets In tha hop* that they 
may tive all they have in t>» world. It

NO SHIPS NEEPED. 


American Intermix ttot Jeopardized by tlio 


Forpioxan Itobelllon. 


Washington, July U— Secretary Her- 


bert to-day received a report from Ad- 
miral Carpenter. <,ommandc'r-tn-chk'f of 
the Asiatic squadron, on the flagship Bal- 
timore, dated at Kobe. Japan, June 13. 
explaining to the satisfaction of the 
Navy Department why 
no American 
ships have been kept In the neighborhood 
of Formosa during tho troubles theru 
The occupation of Formosa by the Jar- 
anc'se, writes the Admiral, was l>m little 
interfered with by the declar<itloii of In- 
dependence by the Inhabl'.ants of that 
Island. A few desultory sKrml=hes have 
taken place and with no actual resistance 
of any moment. 
Minister Denby. when Informing the- 


commandcr-In-chlef of the dcclatcd In- 
dependence Of~ Formosa, • submitted . the 
propriety of sending vessels thither. In 
answer to a telegram Inquiring about 
American interests on the Island, Mi*. 
Denbv withdrew his suggestion. 
Com- 


mander Cralt;, while at Tamsul, made an 
exhaustive report In. regard to tho condi- 
tions ot Formosa. There are no Ameri- 
can citizens there resident, not even a 
missionary: the Interests are all In tho 
hands of foreigners that are 'desirous ot 
making a display of force, the Idea being 
to assemble as many vessels of different 
.nationalities as possible. 
The British 


and German nations are the only ones 
represented by men-of-war, as the busi- 
jeOT Interests 
«rt> principally Jn 
the 


hands of citizens of these countries. The 
marines and sailors that have been land- 
ed arc In sufficient force to afford ample 
protection to all foreigners. 
The Admiral's declination to spare any 
American warship from needed points at 
a. -critical stOhe of the Chinese-Japanese 
troubles, was based on the report of 
Commander Craig, of the Concord, who 
had visited the Tamsul, Formoso. the 
principal port, with his ship the first 
week In Atay for the specific purpose of 
finding out whether any American Inter- 
ests were Involved on the Island. • Naval 
officers BMee that Admiral Carpenter 
has upheld the dignity of the American 
flag throughout his career In the East 
and has effectually dispelled all doubts 
at one time suggested of his ability to 
successfully conduct the delicate mission 
assigned to him of commanding the larg- 
est American fleet ever assembled In for- 
elun waters during a war In which the 
United States occupied the delicate posi- 
tion of close friendliness to both combat 
ants.

thpre is to be deducted JR,.Vj7.nin for 
bonds and Interest t«ild. The gold re-
